Look at those states today.. They 
are wonderfully rich in everything; 
they have gold, silver and copper 
mines, the richest in the world. Ag- 
ricultural possitilities practically un- 
limited because capital has come in 
and built irrigation ditches by the 
thousands of miles and by irrigation 
this ground has become very produc- 
tive, 

Railways now form almost a_ per- 
fect network all over the entire des- 
ert and there are millions of well-to- 
do people making their homes over 
all portions of this vast desert. P’:- 
ture Alberta in comparison t- 
vast sun-baked desert. 

We do not have to build irrigation 
‘ditches only in very small portions 

of Alberta; the balance of the prov-

Why 
just the thought of us having to im- 
port thousands of dollars’ worth of 
butter and cheese from .New Zecland 
and the States every month seems 
ridiculous. We are also: importing 
eggs, and many other commodities 
and necessities that could be produc- 
ed here just as cheaply as“in. any 
other part of the world; we would 
then have the goods in the country 
as well as the cost price in buying 
the same, 

If our country should be prosper- 
ous we must make it an export coun- 
try instead of an import country. 

We cannot look to eastern Canada 
for financial support because they 
are a little skeptical about our ap- 
parent fast growth and rapid devel- 
opment, 


We are not so sure of our neighbors 
to the south wishing to help us out 


as there seems to be something of a |— 


jealousy ez"sting between us. Yet I 
do not think they would let jealousy 
stand between them and an outlet for 
their surplus money when it could:be 
loaned out on farm mortgages in this 
ccuntry jat a much better rate of in- 
terest than can be obtained:in the 
States, and really a very much bet- 
ter security. 

Why is Canadian land better s:¢zs- 
ity than land (n the States? Because 
it is better land, and because the 
Torrens Title system is far superior 
to the title system used in the States 
When one buys a piece cf land inthe 
States, it is necessary to: employ the 
services of an abstractor and each 
and every transfer of that land has 
to be searched, in some cases dating 
back for a pe:'od of a hundred years 
or clear back to the original land 
grant. Furthermore, in most states 
these abstractors sre not under bond 
and their services in most cas:s8 are 
very unsatisfactory. 

However, I am contemplating opea- 
ing advertising offices in Naw Yur 
and Chicago and possibly severa. <{ 
the other large money centres of the 
States, but if subsequent events pri- 
or to opening these offices should 
convince me that Germany or Eng- 
land affords a more promising field 
for advertising, we will open our of- 
fices there instead. 

I do not confidently expect that 
England offers as good a field as Ger- 
many, for the reason that London 
being the greatest money market in 
the world, it usually has abundance 
of applications for loans, however 
since there has been no wars in the 
far east for some-time and as there 
has been no large bond issue floated 
in Germany, we feel that the German 
banks should by this time be look- 
ing for a field in which to lace thir 
surplus. 

I want to co-operate with every 
farmer in-4Yberta in getting financial 
aid, We cannot expect help unless we 
ask for it., We have got to make a 
mighty eflort and do some efficient 
advertising. We have got to let the 
financial or 
know our needs and ‘acquaint them 
with our ability to furnish gilt edge 
security for the same. 

I will ask each applicant to con- 
tr!bute a small amount, in any event 
the fee will not be more than three 
dollars. Tl's money subscribed will 
be used to maintain our forcign of- 
fices, for advertising, expenses, etc., 
and when we interest a capitalist or 
banker we will pay all expenses for 
a trip of inspection over Sunny Al- 
berta, and v'thin a few months J 
will ‘not be surprised ‘if we should in- 
terest enough ear‘tal tc amply take 
care of any and 2!l applications that 
may be made.’’—Journal.
